To the Legislature of the State of Mississippi : 


GENTLEMEN—As the Board of Trustees of the Institution 
tor the Instruction of the Blind, we would respectfully pre- 
sent to your honorable body this, our biennial report, for 
the years 1890 and 1891. 

The Institution is in good condition, as shown from the 
comprehensive reports of the Superintendent and Secretary, 
which we hereto append. The necessity for a stable for the 
stock, a better workshop, some repairs on the main build- 
ing, the improvement of the grounds, eto. is so apparent 
that your attention need hardly be called to these matters. 
And from the Superintendent’s report there will evidently 
be an increase of enrollment of pupils over any former 
years; hence a larger appropriation for the years 1892 and 
1893 will be necessary. 

By the strictest economy and the use of some funds de- 
rived from the rent of property belonging to the Institution, 
as shown by the Secretary’s report, we have been enabled 
to close the biennial term of 1890 and 1891 without a dol- 
lar’s indebtedness to the State. 

As President of the Board of Trustees, Gov. Stone has 
presided over our meetings, and to him we are greatly in- 
debted for his wise counsel in the management of the Insti- 
tution, and take pleasure in making this public acknowledg- 
ment of the same,

SUPERINTENDENTS REPORT; 


To the Honorable Board of Trustees of the Institute for the Blind 
of Mississippi : 

In presenting to you this my first biennial report of this 
institution, it affords me much pleasure to congratulate you 
upon its continued prosperity. 

Two years ago your body considered it prudent to reduce 
the scholastic term to eight years, and notwithstanding the 
number this resolution prevented from further attendance, 
we have now present 20 per cent. more than was ever en- 
rolled at this period of the session betore, with a fair pros- 
pect of additional numbers. 

In a few months after I was appointed Superintendent we 
were called upon to mourn the death of Miss Maggie Lang- 
ley, formerly Superintendent of this institution; her life 
was devoted to the education and interest of the blind. 
She was a conscientious Christian lady, who deserved and 
received the confidence of all who knew her. 


LITERARY. 


In this department fine progress has been made by the 
pupils, and as an auxiliary to their education the New York 
point print is taught. The pupils readily learn to read and 
write this system, a system they can read themselves when 
written. I suggest no change in this department 


. MUSICAL, 

In the musical department the pupils receive instruction 
in vocal and instrumental ; lessons being given upon the piano 
and Reed organ. The New York point print is also taught. 
In this department many of the pupils have become quite 
efficient; the progress made by all, upon the whole is per- 
fectly satisfactory. The blind are peculiarly fond of music, 
and it is to be hoped arrangements will be made whereby 
lessons will be resumed upon the violin and guitar.

FEMALE HANDICRAPT. 


Here {he usual routine work of sewing, knitting and bead 
work is performed. The pupils do most of the sewing for the 
institution, The class in bead work is taught by one of the 
blind girls who receives no pay for her services, except 
some small gifts given her from time to time during the 
session. This work gives employment for the pupils, 
besides remunerates them for their labor after the cost of 
the material has been paid for. i | 


` BHOP, 


In this department boys are taught mattrass, broom-mak- 
ing and chair-seating. It is all-important that boys should 
learn to do this work, as it places them in a position to earn 
acompetency. As the system is somewhat different from the 
plan heretofore pursued. I hereby give the expenses since its 
inauguration exclusive of teachers salary :

HEALTH, 

The health of the pupils last session was only compar- 
atively good. Fever, lagrippe and measles being the princi- 
pal diseases with which they have.been attacked, The blind 
are easily prostrated by sickness of any kind, however 
slight the attack may be: this I attribute to the want of 
muscular development in their raising. 


NEEDS. 


The building is very much in need of repairs. The appro- 
priation made by the last Legislature was so meagre that 
but little could be used in repairing the house. The gal- 
leries on each side are decaying, the house leaks, besides 
other repairs are needed. 

It is to be very much hoped that provision will be made 
to arrange the yard in suitable walks for exercise of the 
pupils, As a rule they come here pale, sickly, stoop shoul-¢ 
dered and hollow breasted, wholly ignorant of the rules of 
health, A regular, healthy, active exercise is essential for 
their well-being. `

CONCLUSION. 0 


In conclusion Y would state that during the past” year I ` 


have mado strenuous efforts to get all the blind of tho Stato 
into this Institution. T succeeded in obtaining from the Gon 
sus Department at Washington, D. C. the names and post 
offices of the blind of the state. I addrossed letters to each 
of thom, impressing it upon their minds the groat advan 
tages offered them by an attendance upon this Institution, 


Some of them answered promptly and availed themselves of | 


the benefits offered, By far the greater portion of my lotters 
were not anawored, I then visited in person the parents of 
some of these blind children and found their parents nearly 
in every instance, extremely ignorant. Reason and persuasion 
were useless, and where such superior advantages are offered 
to the blind of the State as are offored at this Institution 
and parents too ignorant to avail themselves of the benefits 
to their children I sincerely trust that a stringent law will 
bo passed by the present Legislature making the education 
of the blind of this State compulsory. 

I hereby tender my sincore and profound thanks to the Gov 
ornor and each member of the Board of Trustees for the doe 
interest they have ever manifested in the welfare of this mat. 
tution and tor the universal courtosy extended mo in evory par 
ticular. I return thanks also to Mrs. Judge J. A. P, Campbell, 
who kindly remembered each pupil on Christmas day with a 
handsome present, to Mra, B. L. Hartman, of Greenvillo, for 
a donation to tho Institution; to Mrs. J. J. Evans, of Jack 
son, for handsome presents to pupils, and we desire also to 
acknowledge the following papers, to-wit—Boston Musical 
Record, Goodman Gazette, The Messenger, Jackson Daily 
Clarion and Vicksburg Commercial Herald.

Rules for the Mississippi Institute for the Blind,

lst. The pupils are required to rise at 6 A.M. and to retire 
at 9 p.m. After the first of April they shall rise at 5:30 a.m. 
Breakfast will be at 7 A.M., dinner at 1 P.M., and supper at 6 


P.M, 

3d, School will begin at 8:80 a.m. and continue till 1 r.m. 
From 2 P.M, till 6 o'clock the pupils will receive instruction 
in sowing, bead-work and shopwork. 

8d. Pupils are forbidden to leave the premises without 
the consent of the Superintendent. On Saturdays, when 
nocossary, the boys may go down town with the permission 
of tho Superintendent, and shall in al] cases return in time 
for meals. 

4th. The use of tobacco in the house;is forbidden, Spit- 
ting on the floor about the registers and doors is strictly 
forbidden. Also profane and indecent language. 

6th. The boys and girls are prohibited from holding any 
communication whatever with one another in the house or 
on the premises. 

6th. All are forbidden to go into the parlor, dining-room, 
music-room or kitchen without permission. 

7th. Lounging on the beds during the day is strictly for- 
bidden, The books are on no account to be carried out of 
the study room, i 

8th. All loud noises, such as talking, singing, slamming of 
doors, running up and down stairs, is strictly forbidden. 
9th. The pupils must not cross the center’ hall without 
permission, except on business with the officers. No prom- 
önading can be allowed on the lower floor. Also the small 
pupils are forbidden to touch the registers and faucets. 

10th, All ungentlemanly or unladylike conduct must be 
promptly reported to the Superintendent by the officer un- 
der whose observation it may come, Any grave or serious 
offense will be at once reported to the Trustees. 

lith, Unless prevented by sickness, the pupils are re- 
quired to attend church on Sunday morning, all leaving the 
Institution in a body at 10:80. They will attend Sunday 
school at tho Institution at 8 P.M. 

12th, On-the last Friday in the month each pupil may 
7 one letter home, A postal may also be written if de- 
İred, 

18th. The pupils will assemble for reading at 7 P.M., which 
will be followed by prayer.

NorE,—Tho disbursements are made by warrants drawn 
on the State Treasurer who is ex-officio Treasurer of all Stats 
Institutions, and vouchers for the same are in the hands of 
the Secretary. The appropriations not being large enough 
to meet the actual requirements of the Institution tho sum 
of $340.87 acquired by the rent of some property belonging 
to same has been used; and thus the Board of Trustees takes 
pleasure in reporting a clean sheet to date—not a single dol- 
lar of outstanding indebtedness.
